We have refused to con- 
form to family social practice, but lack 
a new souice of emotional security, a 
deeper prIncliJle of living. We arc left 
y.-ilh a oravliig loi- homelhlng more 
than friendship, whicii craving is ex- 
pressed totem-like in the Conferences 
of the 8.O.M., the Oolden Arrow of 
Peace of tl<e Boy Scouts and the Lamp 
of Maintenance of Toe H. 

'Jliehe emotional orgies are made pos- 
sible by various "technique.') nf magic." 
A 7'oc M member would probably say 
that the only Mlullon ro<- the problem 
of class conflict Is ''Toe Tl" and point 
to its filogan, "Abandon rank all ye 
that enter here."

niques of magic Is the technique of 
incantation which readies it.i highest 
perfection in the Oxford Group and 
Too H. This forms one of the most 
effective Intellectual ahock-absorbera 
and an excellent means of refuting 
statUtics. Totem-groups do not, how* 
ever, confine tliemselves to the ritual 
of .words and exhortations. They are 
shot through and through with "social- 
inindedness," often of an ebullient con- 
dition, not unlike toslcation, which is 
the . essence of purs tribaliain. 
. It is this aspeot, modified by the 
aub-myth of "fellowship," which drives 
well-intentioned Christian} to go 'Dig- 
ging with the Unemployed,' and Rover 
Scouus to go hiking with the worklcss. 
In.both. cases -masociilsm- and protely- 
tism are the dominant urges, thouKh 
3nly the excess cf boCli these conceals 
the economic futility of such de\-iees. 
Tl)s Economic conclusioiis of thei 
former "experience" wei-e: "Work on ' 
the land I's by far the best of such ac- 
tivities. It begins with allotments, but 
must not stop there. We must not be 
content till We can help Increasln; 
numbers of out-of-work families to 
settle on small holdings." In the case 
of the slum problem the same Intel- 
lectual narcosis and orgy of Indis- 
criminate, multifarious activity Is seen 
on many liahds and It is not absurd 
to postulate that the nation is taking 
its tone from the U'lbss, and reflecting 
their eouUicut regressiveness, while 
taking its cue, as always, from 'vested 
Interests.' This romanticism Illus- 
trates: the British hati^ as a nation 
of the logical approach to social and 
ccono.mlc in'oblems. if dra.stic mea.H- 
ures are not taken against this trend, 
the Engllsii National Go\-crnment, in 
(he name of the community, will in- 
ject a larger and larger llucturo of 
Naisism Into the confused system of 
social service. 

The Breate.-it threal.s to Toi-em are 
.'«pontanelly and In acting and thlnk- 
iiig. 'I'ln.s l,s compensated for by the 
enveloping cloak of the State Totem 
whicli prevents the emergence of m- 
dlvlduiUity and spontaneity.

is a di.->ca-5lon of factors other than 
totem which may pirovide a means of 
veorganiication of a collapsing civilUa- 
tlon. Sc'enee, which in health, éduca- 
tion and industrj', is infusing an atti- 
tude of leasotuible experiment, is in- 
adequate for it provides no motive for 
such expei-imenc. It sugget.^ ideal 
states of mind, body and politics, but: 
appeals merely to the intellect; the 
emotions are barely totiehed and there 
Is very little -will to protress. This 
mean.<; that we are bound in practice 
to rely on the unscientific and dubioa? 
medium totem to realize some of the 
obvlou.1 benefits of science. Sut the 
evil goes deeper, for totem contamin- 
ate whatever it touclies. For instance, 
adolescent education must deal tTith 
the problem of sex. In this field soienoc 
suggests that a much less limited e:i- 
prcssion of sex is needed since the 
family is too small, -too cramped, too 
dependent cn, external soui-ces of vi- 
tality and amusement, too pent with 
necessary "complexes" to be a desir- 
able model for full community ll\-ing 
and satisfactory personal development. 
Today, with the greater facilities for 
intimacy and sj-mpathy between the 
sexes, it seems merely pedantic to in- 
sist on making anything so subtle and 
dellcite as a relationship into an in- 
stitution.
